The 1 (Latiorey of the 18¢h October, iti 
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industries did not interfere with private enterprise, and that 
they should be made as paying as possible, in order that jails 
may become self-supporting. According tothis policy machi- 

nery was purchased for jails at a heavy cost. But Lord Ripon's 
Government thinks that that polioy was absolutely wrong 
and has resolved to change it. We for one do not see the 
wisdom of the proposed change. In the first place, the in- 
come of ten lakhs of rupees a year, which is at present 
derived from jail manufactures, will be lost.. Secondly, the 
machinery will hardly fetch one-fourth of its cost, and the 
sale will thus involve a great loss. Thirdly, jails. are: at 
present a kind of industrial schools, but. they will cease to be 
so in future. Prisoners learn some industry during their 
imprisonment, and are able to earn their livelihood by means 
of it on leaving the jail. If it was feared that. the existing 
system injuriously affected private industries, this evil 
could have been easily prevented by directing that jail mann- 
factures should not be sold at less thau the market rates, and 
that in calculating the cost of manufactures the wages of con- 


victs and the interest on the capital invested should be also 
taken into account.

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readers a detailed account of the money which is spent in 
turning out M. A. graduates from the college machinery of 
these provinces, Our readers should know that these men 
of erudition are not only the products of a large outlay of 
money, but the result of a continuous watch and care for 
some 14 or 15 years. 


“The Government, by not properly utilizing the services 
of these men, not only waste a great deal of money, but 
discourage high education. We find by experience that a 
person of ordinary mental calibre takes some 14 or 15 
years in finishing the Honor course, which time, if he 
would spend it in doing some other business, would give him 
more profit in a pecuniary point of view than his taking 
the Calcutta University degree. We do not mean to say 
that all the graduated people do not gain success in life, 
but what we wish to urge is that, under the present cir- 
cumstances, very few have any prospect of success. Our 
statement would appear very true when our readers 
would know that out of 167 graduates only 3 or 4 have 
secured any posts of honor under Government. In India the 
time is not come when education is valued for its own 
sake, and therefore, if these titled men are not properly valued, 
there can be no good prospects of the advancement of education 
in these provinces. The reason why 80 wonderful a pro- 
gress has been made in Bengal and elsewhere is to be found 
in the fact that the Governments of those provinces have 
encouraged these people. The N orth-Western Provinces are 
behind in everything that forms a factor in the civilization and 
advancement of the people, and it is therefore not much 
surprising that the Local Government should also be slow in 
taking proper measures for the advancement ws its ee 


“We have often and atti 4 d the 3 that men of 
particular classes in India do not take to education as other 
people do. In our opinion the reason is that when they find 


that Government does not appreciate * merits. of those, that 
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have spent the best portion of their lives in the pursuit of 
letters, they are naturally reluctant to send their sons to 
school. In India, from the earliest days, the people have 
been accustomed to expect everything from Government, and 
it is therefore consonant with reason that they should expect 
encouragement from Government in this direction too. 


‘Referring to the Educational Report of 1881, we find 
that a student in the school classes costs the Government 
about Rs. 95 a year, and therefore his entire cost to the 
Government in nine years, which he generally takes in passing 
the Entrance Examination, is Rs. 855. His private expenses 
are about Rs. 120 a year, and thus amount to Rs. 1,080 in 
nine years. By adding this sum to the former, we find the 
total cost of a student to Government and to himself to be 
Rs. 1,935. 


“From the same Report we have come to know that at 


the Agra, Allahabad and IBenares Colleges, the tuition cost 
of a student is Rs. 1,610, Rs. 1,149, and Rs. 685 per year 
respectively In other words, the average cost of # student 
in these provinces in the College Department is Rs. 1,148 
per annum. And as a student generally takes five years in 
obtaining the M. A. degree after the Entrance, we find that 
his cost swells to Rs. 5,740. We may also mention the 
fact that in the Agra College, the share paid by Government 
is Rs. 485, in the Benares College Rs. 595, and in the Muir 
College at Allahabad Rs. 1,149, and the rest is paid by pri- 
vate endowments and contributions. We shall not in this 
place make any distinction between the amount paid by Gov- 
ernment and the private contributions. 


“From personal experience we know that a student after 
his Entrance has to spend much on the purchase of books, &¢-, 
and. the payment of high tuition fees, and: therefore we cal- 
culate his private expenses at the rate of Rs. 25 a month, 
which amounts to Rs, 300 a year; that is R. 1,00 in 
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years, Adding this item to the other ones we find his total 
cost to himself and Government in the College Department 
to be Rs. 7,240 nearly. Hence the total cost of turning out 
an M. A. from the school and college machineries of these 
provinces is Rs. 9,175. We may also notice that if the 
student, instead of giving himself. up to study, would engage 
in some employment, he could easily get one at Rs. 5a 
month, and thus could make Rs. 840 in the fourteen years 
which he had spent in study. Hence, when an M. A. graduate 
comes out from a College, we shall not, be wrong if we con- 
sider him in the light of a capital of Rs. 10, 015, which, if 
given to a person to begin his life, would give him six times 
more success than generally befals the lot of a poor graduate 
under the present state of things. We have not taken into 
account the hard work and their keeping up till twelve in the 
night and rising again at four in the morning into calcu- 
lation, which, to our thinking, cannot be measured by any 
amount of money. It is this work which sometimes deprives 
them of the light of their eyes, health and general physique.
